Forty ‘Kegs of Hartford Brew Are

Michigan . State Militia Moving 
Against Strikers at Ishpeming. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
 ISHPEMING (Mich.,) ‘August 31.— 
Learning that the striking miners had 
given forcible opposition to the depu- 
ties who have been chosen to guarl 
the steam shovelers who are coming 
from outside points, it was today, de- 
cided by the local authorities to call 
for troops.

| VETERANS IN IN BERLIN. 
They Pay Their Re Respects to Am- 
bassador Runyon. 

MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
BERLIN, Aug. 31.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The German-American veterans 
arrived this afternoon. They were met 
by delegations from thirty veterans’ as- 
sociations headed by the.Veteran Corps 
in uniform and a band of music. The 
Americans were presented with laurel 
wreaths by two ladies of honor and re- 
ceived an ovation from large crowds of 
people assembled about the depot. 

The American visitors proceeded to 
the United States Embassy which was 
reached at 1:30:o’clock. The delegation, 
consisting of twenty prominent mem- 
bers of the German-American Veteran 
Corps, then paid its respects to the 
United States Ambassador, Hon. Theo- 
dore Runyan. Comrade Schlenke of 
Chicago, who was the spokesman of the 
party, said that the veterans had re- 
turned to their other home in order to 


} take part in the national celebrations 


of the many victories of 1870-71, but he 
assured the United States Ambassa- 
dor that the German-American veterans 
were prepared, in the country of their 
adoption called upon them, to*fight for 
the Stars and Stripes as loyally as they 
did twenty-five years ago for the Ger- 
man tri-color. 

After acknowledging the compliment 
paid him by the visit of the veterans, 
Ambassador Runyon said that the dis- 
charge of patriotic duty was honored 
everywhere and that patriotic service 
to one’s birthplace is an assurance of 
fidelity to the country of one’s adoption. 
Mr. Runyon concluded with wishing his 
visitors a pleasant stay in Germany 
and a safe return to the United States 
with best wishes for their welfare.

A RAILROAD COMBINE. 


Huntington’s Scheme to Get the 
Canadian Pacifie’s Business. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—The biggest 
kind of a railroad combination has just 
been perfected to wrest from the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railroad and the Cana- 
dian Pacific Steamship Company and 
its connections, the round-the-world 
business which is now controlled by 
the latter. 


'The scheme to get control of this 
traffic was, it is said, evolved by Collis 
P. Huntington, president of the South- 
ern Pacific Railway. It is noting less 
than a combination of all the trunk 
lines in the United States, with the 
principal passenger steamship. lines. 
the Peninsular and Oriental Steam 
Navigation Company and the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, to handle 
round-the-world business in joint com- 
petition agains the Canadian Pacific 
Railway and Steamship Company, 
while the travel under Huntington’s 
plan is divided between the railroads, 
hte Transatlantic and the Baltimore & 
Ohio lines, the entire round-the-world 
traffic being concentrated when it 
comes to crossing the Pacific to the Fa- 
cific Main] Steamship Company’s boats. 
Huntington is heavily interested in the 
latter company. 

A few days ago, under the plan 
which has been agreed upon by al! the 
railroad and steamship lines interested 
in round-the-world traffic, tickets were 
nlaced on sale at all the principal 
cities in this country and Europe. It 
is now vnossible for one to purchase a 
eoupon ticket in New York or any 


other city which will be good over any. 


of ‘the big trans-atlantic steamshin 
lines. The parties to the scheme ex- 
pect to take away from the Canadian 
Pacific a good deal of their business. 


A Reminiscence of the Colima. 


‘SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 31.—Gustave 
Rowan, one of the survivors of the Co- 
lima, wrecked on the 28th day’of May 
of this year off the coast of Mexico, 
who was seriously injured by floating 
lumber while drifting about after the 
vessel sank, has jnstituted suit against 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
for $50,000 damages.

MINNEAPOLIS’S GIFTS. 


A Silwer Service, a Picture and 
Piano for the Cruiser. 

BOSTON (Mass.,) Aug. 31.—A hand- 
some solid-silver service of eight pieces, 
a large picture of Minneapolis and an 
elegant upright piano of Minneapolis 
manufacture were presented to the 
cruiser Minneapolis, ‘the Queen of the. 
Navy,” at anchor in Boston Harbor, 
this afternoon by a committee of prom- 
inent citizens of that city, composed of 
Mayor Robert Pratt and. others. 

The committee was escorted from 
headquarters in Concord Square by the 
Minneapolis Knight-Templar  drill- 
corps, headed by a band. At Long 
wharf the steam launches and boats of 
the cruiser were waiting for the party, 
and they were run alongside of the war- 
ship. At the gangway, Capt. George H, 
Wadleigh and the officers of the Min- 


crew were lined up on deck, forming 
the background of a very pretty 
picture. The guests were escorted into 
the cabin of the cruiser, where Mayor 
Pratt formally introduced Col. Reeve, 
who, in behalf of the citizens of the 
Minneapolis, presented the gifts. Capt. 
Wadleigh, as representative of the Min- 
neapolis and the government, respond- 
ed in a happy speech, after which the 
party was escorted over the vessel and 
invited to a collation. 

The plate presented to the cruiser 
consists of eight pieces of solid 
silver. of special design. The deco- 
rations are beautiful examples of 
the silversmith’s art, the plate being 
completely covered with engravings 
which typify the industries and re- 
sources of the city of Minneapolis and 
nautical emblems. 


FIRE AT BUFFALO. 


The Historic Academy of Music 
Building Destroyed.

variously for consumption. The most 
general plan is to split and dry them. 
At Deming a plant has been built for 
the reduction of the extract. There it 
is prepared in a liquid form of about 
the consistency of molasses. Should 
Messrs. Fowler be satisfied with their 
experiment they will put in several 
thousand acres. The plant is among

SCIENCE 


THE PETROLEUM MOTOR CARRIAGE 
IN THE TROPICS. 


A Unit of Sound—Sheep-raising in 
Georgia—Lighting Gas Without 
Flame or Electricity—Hygientic 

. Value of Scents. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10, 1895.—(Special 
Correspondence.) Hiram 8. Maxim, 
who, independent of his comprehensive 
knowledge of guns and flying machines, 
has a wide grasp of scientific subjects, 
proposes that there shall be established 
a unit of sound. During the last twen- 
ty years units have been agreed upon 
relating to every sort of engineering 
and scientific question except that of 
sound, and Mr. Maxim is trying to in- 
duce the English scientific bodies to 
move in the matter. All owners of 
electrical, plants are liable to be com- 
plained of for making a noise. Some- 
times it is said that their machinery 
causes vibrations to the surrounding 
buildings or grounds; then, again, that 
they disturb telephonic . communica- 
tions. Manufacturers are constantly 
having injunctions served on them for 
making top much noise when, perhaps, 
as a matter of fact, the noise is not 
even audible to those who make the 
complaint. Mr. Maxim states that in 
many cases, when electrical engineers 
and those interested in electrical plants 
have visited the houses of parties who 
have lodged complaints against elec- 
tric-light stations, it has often been 
found that the persons making these 
complaints were willing to swear them- 
selves, and to bring any number of wit- 
nesses to prove that the noise and jar, 
produced were enough to drive them 
nearly mad, when, in point of fact, the 
jar and noise were wholly caused by 
the Ordinary street traffic, and at the 
very moment the reputed nuisance 
been in force, the electric-light plant 
has not been running at all. In fact, 
the making of claims of this sort has 
grown into a regular business, and Mr. 
Maxim holds that some reliable means 
of determining just how much noise, 
and how much vibration is caused by a 
giveh plant; should be made available. 
Pending the appearance of further in- 
ventions for. the purpose, he suggests 
that a kind of phonograph should be 
employed, and that a record should be 
made on smoked glass, which could be 
put in @ magic lantern and greatly 
magnified: The amplitude and fre- 
quency of the waves would’ indicate 
the intensity of the noise produced. 
For example, supposing a certain rec- 
ord should be made of the ordinary 
street traffic, and then another record 
of both the street traffic and the dis- 
turbance or noise complained of, the 
two, mounted side by side, and project- 
ed on a large screen, would enable the 
judge to see at a glance how much the 
noise was increased by the machinery 
and how much cause there was for com- 
plaint. Or, the noise produced by a fac- 
tory might ‘be compared with the noise 
produced by a Salvation Army band, or 
with other descriptions of noise toler- 
ated by law. For the creation of a 


standard of noise, Mr. Maxim suggests © 


that shot of certain size should be 
dropped, say, from a height of one 
meter, on to some _ standarized di- 
aphragm. A record of this artificial 
noise could be shown on the screen 
alongside of the record of the actual 
noise, for the purposes of comparison. 
For telphones, a record of the vi®ra- 
tions set up while the machines were 
running should be compared with one 
of those set up when the ‘machines 
were not running. The comparison of 
the two would enable the judge or the

SHEEP-RAISING IN GEORGIA. 
According to the story of a_ sheep- 
raiser from Georgia, who has been tell- 
ing all about his calling, the life of a 
sheep run in that State must be full of 
variety. He says_the profits on sheep 
raising vary much more than they 
ought and that they could be brought 
to a higher and more uniform average 
if systematic sheep husbandry were 
introduced. : The range of profits runs 
from 10 per cent. under no management 


_at all, to 25, 50 and sometimes 100 per 


cent. on capital ingested. The prime 
object in keeping sheep is wool, and old 
sheep, when fat off the native pastures 
—the woods—are sold for mutton. The 
breed is the native, or piney-woods, 
crossed slightly with the Merino grade. 
They are worth from $1.25 to $2 a head. 
The wool is sold to the merchants in the 
nearest town. It is disposed of un- 
washed, and weighs frori three to four 
pounds per fleece, according to the sea- 
son and pastures. The sheep are 
sheared in early summer. Lands sell at 
from $1 to $5 an acre. The surface is 
generally level, and just rolling enough 
for drainage. The uplands are sandy 


soil, while the valley of Flint River is 


a limestone soil and well watered. Al- 
most all the sheep In this seetion are 
turned into the woods, where they live 
the whole year upon the wild grasses, 
wild oats, wiregrass, etc. ‘When shear- 
ing time comes the flocks are hunted up, 
surrouhded, sorted and sheared, and 
the lambs are looked to, docked and 
marked, and everything is turned loose 
again to run in woods until the next 
year. The greatest hindrance to wool- 
growing is the dog. The dogs have to 
be watched carefully or they kill large 
numbers of the sheep. The piney-woods 
hog, also, has a villainous reputation; 
he will not only devour the new-born 
lambs, but if a ewe ig old or. weak, he 
will make short work of it. Some years 
the loss from dogs will run up to 10 per 
cent., and, ofter more, Owing to the 
proximity of turpentine camps with 
their hordes of coon dogs which are 
bred and owned by the negroes who 
work in the camps, The remedy for 
dogs and hogs is poison and the rifle. 
The native sheep is indigenous to the 
Georgian soil, and having such a hardy, 
self-reliant, self-supporting, valuable 
animals to rear, and at such a low cost 


for support, the wool-growers of South-. 


ern Georgia are the mest independent 


and prosperous sheep-raisers in Chris-~ 


tendom. 


THE PETROLEUM MOTOR CAR- 
RIAGE IN THE TROPICS, 

The automobile carriage has already 
been found well adapted for use in hot 
climates, where horses sometimes suffer 
greatly from exhaustion from heat. 
The first journey in India on a petro- 
leum motor carriage has just been 
made by an English. army officer. The 
vehicle consists of a four-wheeled dog- 
cart with accommodation fer four per- 
sons and two portmanteaux. It, travels 
at a speed of from fifteen to twenty 
miles an hour, and the cost of petroleum 
consumed is 1 cent per hour. There is

LIGHTING GAS WITHOUT FLAME 


OR ELECTRICITY. 


A new gas burner igniter has been 
patented in England. ‘The ignition of 
the gas is not effected by electricity nor 
by a small jet of gas being left alight 
at the side of the burner nor by any 
mechanical contrivance, but by the ac- 
tion of the gas itself on the substance 


composed. 


When the tap is turned in the ordinary 
way, the gas lights itself. The burners 
of a whole house or factory can be 
lighted from the meter, no matches, ta- 
pers or spirit torches being. required. 
Should atap be inadvertently left turned 
on or should a light be blown out, the 
ges wil] relight itself.

| How the Tenderfoot is Taken in, by 


His ”Specimens.”’ 

(From a Special Contributor to The Times.) 

For my summer vacation I had decid- 
ed to go to the Julian Mountains. The 
lake at Stonwall had been stocked with 
fish, and, besides, I had been assured 
of. abundance of quails and pigeons, 
not to mention the possibility of a deer, 
if I. would rake up energy sufficient to 
tramp the stony hills of the neighbor- 
hood, 


_Ithad been there for some two weeks, 
when I discovered one day that it 
would be necessary for me to make a 
trip to the little mining town of Julian 
to replace certain provisions that had 
given out. 

It was some ten or twelve miles from 
where I had+pitched my camp beneath 
a clump of oaks, but the weather being 
warm, I decided to wait until the cool 
of the afternoon before making the 
trip, so that: when I reached the little 
town it was nearing dusk. Julian lies 
in a: little trough of the north spur of 
the mountains of that name. and to 
reach it by the road from Stonwall it 
is necessary to descend a narrow, steep 
grade, just before reaching the village, 
about three-quarters of a mile in 
length. 

I had made my purchases and had 
reached the bottom of this frade on 
my return, when my horse: suddenly 
stopped and insisted on turning back.

shadowed by the intensely interesting 
personality of the vast establishment’s 
head, Charles H."Cramp. Though in

He is thor- 
oughly in touch with ‘the general trend 
of business, he is not without informa- 
tion of a profound sort upon art, litera- 
ture and music.

Cramp has yet to be betrayed by them. 

MAGIC RECEIPT FOR SUCCESS. 

Charles H. Cramp’s success has been 
of the sort which sometimes comes to 
those who, without the advantage of 
the training of the higher schools, take 
up a pursuit at the apprentice stage 
and master all its details until they 
have arrived at the very top of the lad- 
der. Yet so many who begin life at the 
bottom, with the determination to win

Can we prevent its repetition? 

I venture the assertion that there is 
scarcely a deed which a wild and reck- 
1] less schemer in irrigation would desire 
to do which he is barred from doing 
by any California law. The bars are 
down. ‘There are no limitations upon 
the greed of man. There are no laws 
to protect our broad acres from any 
tax which the selfish purposes of am- 
bitious schemers may impose through 
irrigation, and these taxes can be fixed 
for all time to. come. 

We have been busy devising methods 
whereby water could developed. 
We have given no thought to the pro- 
tection of the land. It is a matter of 
accident that today the conditions on 
the Alessandro plains are an exception 
and not the rule. But that we have 
one such example (we have - sev- 
eral,) should be sufficient to rouse our 
determination to protect our future by 
wholesome restrictions, at the same 
time that we provide methods for aid- 
ing commendable and conservative 
projects. H

It occurred in the very block 
Phere my large collection of living 
akes was located, which fact added 
ot a little to the excitement which 
revailed among the crowded  thou- 
ands who packed from wall to wall 
ne streets and squares on every side, 
The newspapers of the city gave me 
redit for more than I claim, for the 
azette admitted that my work was 
ore intelligent and effective than all 
e efforts of the police and fire de- 
artments put together. This, how- 
ver, is for others to judge of; my ob- 
ect now is to tell the general story 
he calamity, but more particularly 
the thrilling happenings which oc- 
urred while rescuing from the flames 
¥ much-prized reptilian prisoners. 
The city of Port of Spain is built 
ith wide, straight angles, Here and 
here are spacious squares, planted 
With giant trees, which only the trop-

ound an ample courtyard running 
ack into the center of the block.

After supper, being 
wearied and sleepy, I threw myself into 
the hammock, which swung in the 
snake-room. Soon I was sound asleep. 
When I awoke the lamp had burned it-) 
self out, and the red light of the rising 
sun, as I thought, was pouring in 
through the chinks of doors and of win- 
dows. But people were hurriedly talk- 
ing outside. “Something is wr6éng that 
they’re stirring so early,’ thought I, 
and I sprang from the hammock and 
rushed to the door. Over against me to 
the left the burning roof on the square 
front was flaring into the sky, making 
ruddy with a savage light the clouds 
of smoke overhead. At the upper end 
of the courtyard the lattice work over 
the entrance was ablaze and the flames 
ran crackling as through matchwood.

NEW BOOKS. — A Modern Man, by. 
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GARBAGE COLLECTION. 


A su on has been made that the 
present method of collecting garbage 
be abandoned, and that the Council 
should issue a “garbage franchise,” au- 
thorizing the person or persons receiv- 
ing it to gather garbage throughout the 
city and charge individuals for the 
service, the amount of the fee to be 
fixed by the Council. This suggestion 
has little to commend it, and the plan 
would be objectionable for several rea- 
fons. Comparatively few families 
would have their garbage removed reg- 
ularly if compelled to pay a fee for the 
service. Many would throw it into 
vaults, behind back-yard fences, or 
other out-of-the-way places, where it 
would become an offense aud a menace 
to health. It should be the policy of 
the city to encourage the proper dis- 
position of garbage, and to make the 
burden upon the public as light as pos- 
sible. Any plan which would invite 
laxness is not to be considered. 


The present plan is well enough, 


_ though there is room for improvement 
in the matter of thoroughness. The 
collection of garbage should be made 
more frequently than it is mado in 
some localities. Once a week is not 
often enough to collect this refuse and 
decaying matter during the warm 
months. There should be ao service 
less frequent than twice a week, and 
the ordinance should be rigidly en- 
forced. If the ordinance governing 
this matter is not broad enough to se- 
cure satisfactory results it should be 
amended. 

Every person depositing refuse mat- 
ter in streets, alleys, back yards, or 
vacant lots should be heavily. fined. 
Garbage collections should be made as 
often as necessary, and in no case less 
often than twice a week during the 
summer months, and the garbage-con- 
tractor should be held to the strictest 


accountability for the proper perform-: 


ance of his work. Sewer connections 
should also be made compulsory upon 
every owner of a house, so soon as the 
street in front of his premises is 
sewered. “Cleanliness is next to god- 
liness,” and should be enforced so far 
as possible.

EXTEND THE GAS MAINS. 


 fAecidents caused by the explosicn 
of gasoline stoves are becoming quite 
alarmingly frequent in Los Angeles. 
The greater number of these accidents 


are doubtless due to carelsasness. Gaso- | 


line is a highly inflammable liquid, rnd 
the greatest care is necessary at all 
times in its use. But people will be 
careless, and so long as gasoline ‘s 
used for fuel purposes there will be 
accidents. 

One reason for the extensive use of 
gasoline is the lack of gas-mains on 
many streets which ought to be sup- 
plied with them. In other cases, though 
gas isin the street, many house-holders 
neglect to pipe it into their houses. 
Even at the camparatively high price 
at which gas is sold in Los Angeles, it 
is much cheaper than ccal for domes- 
tic purposes, and is probably cheaper 
than either kerosene or gasoline. 
the matter of convenience it is in- 
finitely preferable to any other kind of 
fuel. If the gas company would dis- 
play a little more entervrise in extend- 
ing its mains, even placing them in 
streets where immediate prospects for 
extensive use are not promising, the 
use of gas for domestic purposes would 
soon become more general than it is, 
and the dangerous gasoline slove would 
gradually be retired. 

Every graded street in the city ought 
to be piped for gas as well as for water 
at the time the grading is done, whether 
the street is thickly built up with resi- 
dences or not. This would obviate the 
necessity of again tearing up the street. 
It would also invite the use of gas in 
all new houses and in cld ones as well. 
It is a mistaken policy .or the gas 
company to decline to extend its ser- 
vice into new districts unless a liberal 
revenue is in sight. It should do a 
little pioneering, both for its own ul- 
timate benefit and for the benefit and 
convenience of citizens. <A liberal pcl- 
icy in this respect would bring ample 
returns in the near future for the extra 
outlay. | |

When an alarm from the 
fire-alarm system is heard on the gong 
the number is telephoned to each of 
the engine-houses, for the purpose of 
verification. Usually, when the num- 
ber is thus telephoned the engine com-

HERMIT RANCH.

and condensing the. drops of hot : 
it falls into. 


He read books about science, and had 


a bench for himself where he made 


pulleys, pumps and a rude electrical 
machine. These did not bring in money,

work. He started out from the little 
home in. Greenock, Scotland, for Glas- 
gow, and found a situation with a man 
who mended spectacles, fiddles, and

In Spencer, Mass., in a family of 
eight children, Elias Howe, lame and 
delicate little James Watt. worked with 
his little brothers and sisters, sticking 
wire teeth into leather, to make cards 
for combing cotton. Having heard that

there were mills at Lowell, at sixteen 
years of age he went to that city and 
worked two years, when the mill closed, 
and he was thrown out of work. . 

Later he got a position in a machine 
shop and when he was 21 with an in-. 
ventor in Cornhill, Boston, he earned, 
what to him seemed a very large 
amount, $9 a week. re 

He had already married a lovely girl, | 
who though devoted to him, little re- 
alized what was before her. His health 
was poor, and when they had three 
children to ‘support, he was often so 
weary that he said “he longed to lie in 
bed for ever and ever,” 

HER SUGGESTION. 

He was always asking himself how. he 
could make more money for those 
whom he loved? As his patient wife 
sewed, he wondered if he could not 
think out something that could take 
stitches faster than the hand. ' 

He began to experiment, but he had 
no money to buy materials. Perhaps he 
could earn more if he had a shop of his 
own, so he moved his lathe and a few 
tools into his father’s garret in Cam- 
bridge, Mass. 

Soon want came, as it has come be- 
fore into inventors’ . homes. Fortu- 
nately, however, an old schoolmate be- 
came interested in Howe’s work, took 
the family into his own home, gave him 
his garret for a workshop, and $500 to 
experiment with. | 

Thankful that his wife and children 
would have enough to eat for a time, 
young Howe set to work in earnest, and 
in six months had made a crude sewing- 
machine, a foot and a half long and the 
same in height. He carried his ma- 
chine to Boston, with high hopes, but 
these were soon dispelled, for. while 
people looked at it, nobody cared to buy. 

He was obliged to give up his experi- 
ments and become an engineer on the 
railroad. His health again failed. Ow- 
ing his school friend nearly $2000, out of 
work and well-nigh discouraged, he. 
moved his wife and children into his 
father’s house in Cambridge. 

ENDLESS DISCOURAGEMENTS. 

. Perhaps England would see the value 
of his machine, even if his own country © 
did not. His brother, taking the ma- 
chine, went in the steerage to London, 
and found a man in Cheapside who 
would buy it if Elias would come across 
the ocean and operate, at a salary of 
$15 a week. 

Taking the steerage and cooking his 
own food to save expense, Elias hast- 
ened to England, and after several 
months sent for his family. Finally, 
when the machine worked well, the in- 
ventor was not needed. There was 
nothing to do but. send the poor young 
wife and the children back to the 
charity of the father in Cambridge. 
Elias pawned his clothes to obtain the 
money for their passage, and alone and 
in poverty remained in London, and be- 
gan to make another machine. 

He cooked his food, mostly beans, in 
his little shop, sold the machine which. 
he had spent four months in making 
for $25, found a place as cook in the 
steerage, and came back helpless and 
nearly hopeless, to America,

NORTHEASTERN CANADA, 


DELIGHTFUL SUMMER OUTINGS IN 
THE QUEBEC REGION. 


Alexandria Bay and Thousand Island 
Park—Pre-eminent and Ever- 
majestic Niagara—The Wondcr- 
land of the Saguenay. — 


(From a Special Contributor to The Times.) 
Nearly due east from the northerne 

most point of Michigan, the Keewenaw 

Peninsula, lies Quebec, one of the great 


resort centers of the Northeast. 


For many years before people from the 
States discovered its charm, it and its 
environment were favorite spots of re- 
freshing for residents of both upper 
and lower Canada. As the birds mi- 
grate in spring and. fall to north or 
south, so tourists move in flocky 
ing as far north each summer as facili- 
ties, civilization or comfort will allow. 
In winter the tide moves the other way. 
But while some venturesome ones al- 
ways push further into the forest or 
seek to explore some unknown waters, 
the majority prefer to go only so far 
as there is prospect of finding the most 
of rest and recreation with the least. 
toll and discomfort. 

So Quebec has gradually come to be 
theobjective point for many a pleasant 
summer outing for multitudes of East- 
ern city dwellers and many Western- 
ers, fairly smothered and cooked in the 
— heat of thé Mississippi Val- 
ey. 

The Westerner has the advantage in 
variety and: routes of travel, and he is 
very apt to recognize the fact and act 
accordingly. If he wants an all-rail 


’ route, he can get it, but he misses half. 


Striking the lakes 


the beauty and pleasure of the trip. 
at Chicago, the 
fresh-water way is open clear to tide- 
water. However, if anxious to reach 
his destination or suspicious of his 
ability to keep constantly in good con- 
dition on the rolling waves he may pre-~- 
fer to alternate land and water travel. 

There is delight and bracing coolness 
in the waters of the great lakes. . The 
time spent in the round by Mackinac 
and Lake St. Clair, past the beautiful 
clubhouses and residences at the Flats, 
to Detroit, is a good investment. Then 
through the Queen’s Dominion to Ni- 
agara or Kingston, avoiding choppy 
Lake Erie or boisterous Ontario. A 
storm on one of these inland seas often 
tries the metal of the staunchest craft, 
and one must have his “sea legs” on to 
feel thoroughly at home. 

Ontario or Upper Canada is so similar 
to the States as to excite but little com- 
ment, perhaps preparing one for full 
appreciation of old Niagara. Old and 
yet ever new, that mighty mass of 
rushing waters attracts with as great 
a magnetic power as that which it 
yields to the whirring dynamos supply- 
plying electricity for light and motion. 
For ages these millions of horsepower 
have sped unharnessed to the chariot 
of progress, which is but beginning to 
feel the impulse of its mighty energy. 

Stand with me in the darkness 
on the edge of this great chasm 
below the falls. Two hundred feet 
to the water, four hundred and 
fifty feet to the bottom; above, the 
silent stars; below, the mighty mages of 
water moving with resistless force; in 
the distance the rolling thunder of the 
cataract. The Canyon of the Colorado 
is perhaps more wonderful and inter- 
esting, but it lacks that element of 
power and grandeur which gives to Ni- 
agara its pre-eminence. 

Again by rail to the eastern end of 
Lake Ontario at Kingston, a thriving 
little city, where steamer is taken for 
that tourist’s summer haven, the Thou- 
sand Isles.. There are seventeen hun- 
dred of them, these emeralds in an 
azure setting. Fromtiny dotletsof bush- 
crowned rock to broad expanses of for- 
est and lawn, they vary in.every con- 
ceivable form of outline and surface. 
Far removed from the busy world one 
can here enjoy to a degree the pleasures 
of rest and solitude undisturbed save 
by an occasional visit from fleet-winged 
yacht or canoe paddled over the placid 
water. Some of. these islets are cov- 
ered with fine hotels and _ villas of 
wealthy New Yorkers and Chicagoans, 
while others are in their virgin state of 
rock and wood. 

Here is Alexandria Bay, a famed re- 
sort, and Thousand Island Park, one 
of the great camping grounds of the 
Methodists. Many a most attract- 
ive spot for tent or summer residence 
can be found to suit one’s taste. The 
air is full of ozone, and after a short 
stay one ceases to wonder at the sturdy 
athletic forms of dwellers thereabouts. 
As the steamer.threads its way through 
the maze, there come to mind tales of 
early days, and one looks instinctively 
at each islet to catch a glimpse of 
block house and hardy frontiersmen 


or dusky forms among the trees or in}. 


their birch canoes. The forests are 
mostly hardwood, mingled with birch 
and fir and scanty pine, for we are 
constantly moving northward. It is well 
to chance here in the autumn when 
this wealth of foliage is all aglow with 
prismatic colors, blending in splendid 
beauty with sky and water stirred by 
the breath of coming winter. — 

Forty miles through this lake of is- 
lands, then the channel narrows, then 
broadens again into Lake St. Francis. 
then narrows once more, and, “Young 
man, the rapids are below ycou!”’ See 
the breakers and foam ahead. These 
are more than white caps on the lake. 
Here and there a rock juts above the 
green water. The rapids of the Coteau, 
Long Sault, Cedars and Cascades are 
quickly passed, and Lake St. Louis is 
reached. From the northwest comes 
the Montreal River, adding greatly to 
the volume of the St. Lawrence, and 
offering a waterway to the Dominion 
capital at Ottawa.” 

Now come the Lachine Rapids, 
formed by the great wall of rock across 
the river, Four experienced helmsmen 
are at the wheel, and a tiller is rigged 
to the rudder, for use in case of acci- 
dent, for the strain on the steering 
fear is intense. There used to be an. 
old Indian pilot, Jean Baptiste, who 
Was considered a necessity. on ev 
passenger rapid-runner. Ahead is rus 
and roar and foam. All steam is shut 
off, and one can hear a pin drop on 
the deck. The vessel is headed for the 
point where the tumult is greatest, and 
directly for a great rock standing 
there like a warning sentinel. Down 
she goes, bobbing like an eggshell, the 
Water on enther side high above the 
deck, till it seems as though she would 
be dashed against the rocks, when a 
deft turn of the wheel sends her to the 
right, safely through the narrow pas- 
Montreal. 

Mont Royal Island is a beautiful site 
for a city. A level plain at the water’s 
edge, gradually sloping upward to the 
mountain which furnishes the city a 
Breat and beautiful park. The view 
from the summit is one of the finest in 
Canada, of city and shipping, river and 
rapid, with blue mountain ranges far 
to the south. Here one begins to come 
in touch with old France, as names 
everywhere indicate.

churches, cathedrals and convents 
abound. The rich bejeweled garmvunts 
of the priests are well worth s2eing. 
Queer old buildings, rough paved 
streets running crookedly on the. hill- 
sides, awkward two-wheeled carts an 
em ik costumes, all bespeak a foreign 
and. 

Around the citadel of Quebec clusters 
some of the most stirring history cf 
America, Fortified by the ‘French and 
strengthened by the English, it has 
withstood siege after siege successfully. 
Outside its gates on the Plains of Abra- 
ham is a monument marking the spot 
where Wolfe and Montcalm fell strug- 
fling for the mastery in the French 
and Indian war, and not far away is 
shown the path up the bluff by which 
Wolfe gained the heights. No better 
Place to study history can be found if 
one is so inclined. Climb up the rug- 
ged bluff on Wolfe’s trail, tramp over 
the old battlefield, capture the citadel 
with your eye. It is said that more 
battles have been fought about the 
walls of Quebec than apout any city in 
the world, unless it was Jerusalem, Ath- 
ens or Grenada. 

But the hurry and din of war has 
passed, few soldiers of the Dominion) 
are seen about the fort. Down below, 
the old Kanucks, still living as their 
forefathers lived, move quietly and 
slowly about their daily tasks of pre- 
paring for the long, cold winter. 

efore leaving, a few points near by 

merit attention. Just below the city is 
Beaufort, a typical old Wrench-Canad- 
Small white plastered 
houses close to and facing the river, 
the front yards abloom with cld-fash- 
ioned flowers, and all as neat as wax. 
Each is a farm-house, the farms having 
a frontage of a few rods on the river 


-and extending back into the country 


an indefinite distance. All old French 
farms are laid out in this way. A lit- 
tle further down are the falls of the 
Montmorenci, a beautiful sheet of wa- 
ter which impresses one as being quite 


in unison with the surroundings. 
A good way to unearth the hiddenf 


treasures of nature in this far north- 
east country is to. follow Quebeckers in 
their summer outings, for many of 
them think it necessary to seek coolness 
‘and. refreshing when. the sun sends his 
rays with sufficient force to make a po- 
lar bear uncomfortable. Sixty miles 
down the great river take them to Baie 
St. Paul, a fashionable resort at the 
mouth of a little stream which has cut 
its way through the high bluifs. Cff in 
the river a@ large island adds it attrac- 
tion, while hunting and fishing can be 
found, for game sand finny folk 
abound. Twenty miles further down 
is Murray Bay, once a small station. of 
the Hudson Bay Company, also a 
famed resort with its own especial beau- 
ties and attractions. 

But the great wonderland of all this 
region is the Saguenay River. About 
one hundred miles in length, it forms 
one side of an isosceles triangle, the 
other sides being the St. Lawrence and 
the Quebec and Lake St. John Railroad, 
while at the angles are Quebec, Lake 
St. John.and the mouth of the Sague- 
nay. Take the train from the lake, 
and one enters the virgin forest, where 
stations become further and further 
apart,, till the heart of the wilderness is 
reached at Lake St. John, which, with 
its tributaries, inlets and outlets, looks 
on the map like an immense spider. 
Here is the hunter’s paradise, with 
moose, elk and bear, otter and marten, 
goose and duck, to say nothing of fish 
and numerous small game. _ 4 

Camping in the great pine forest, he 
must keep his fire plentifully supplied 
by night, for spring hardly melts this 
snow before autumn winds send it fly- 
ing once more. Summer days are long, 
but the nights are cold, and one will 
soon turn his boat’s prow to the river. 
It is only 300 miles across the untrod- 
den wilderness to. inhospitable, Lahra- 
dor, the home of the Esquimaux. 

Down the Saguenay, with its high 
wooded bluffs and towering rocks, far- 
famed falls, narrows and rapids, wide 
expanse and deep solitude, and civiliza- 
tion is again reached at Tadousac, on 
the St. Lawrence. As one rests here in 
the forest, looking out over the wide ex- 
panse of water, he may call to mind the 
fact that this river pours more water 
into the sea than any on the globe ex- 


of this mass of water comes over Niag- 
ara; that the visible supply to the Great 
Lakes is by no means to account for it; 
that the depth of the river above tide- 
water varies not a foot year after year. 
He can but accept the theory that 
through this channel flows Rocky 
Mountain water, which supplies Lake 
Michigan through conduits deep in the 
earth. 

Winter sets in early in the far north- 
east, and unless one wishes to join in 
winter sports he will speed homeward, 
rejuvenated and full of the. sturdy 
vigor of the North. F. C. FORD.

CHINESE PHYSICIANS AGAIN. 


\ 
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DR. P, 0. REMONDINO HEARD FROM A SHOOND TIME-HIS 
ANSWER TO THE TIMES ARTIOLE OF AUG. 15. 


He Tells Some More of what 


He Does Not EKnow--He Drops 


His Ranting, Confident Tone and Gets Down to Business--. 
Second Reply by Dr. T. Foo Yuen--Some Facts That the ~ 
Public Should Understand--A Few Hard Hits at 
So-called “Rational” School of Medicine. 


Dr. P. C. Remondino, late president of the 
Southern California Medical Society, has again 


.broken loose upon the subject of Chinese phy-- 


siclans, and has published another communi- 
cation thereon, which appears in the Los An- 
geles Express of August 24. We notice a great 
improvement in his style of composition and 
rhetoric, upon which we take the jiberty to 
congratulate the learned gentleman, and also 
upon the greater candor and the more digni- 
fied tone of his argument, as shown in the 
differences between this second v«ommunica- 
tion and the former one. Evidently thé doc- 
tor realizes that he has met a foeman worthy 
of his steel, and not a mere downtrodden and 


despised cooly, as he seemed to assume in his 


first production. He has accordingly risen to 
the necessities of the occasion and has made a 
vigorous, if unsuccessful, attempt to substi- 
tute argument for vulgar abuse. This is grat- 
ifying to me, as it brings the discussion upon 
ground that is more to my taste and more 
creditable to Dr. Remondino. The statements 
that he indulged in on the former occasion— 
that of the address to his brethren of the 
medical association at Catalina—were un- 
worthy of any person who claims to be intel- 
ligent and fair-minded. ag 
But, having admitted this improvement in’ 
the tone of the doctor's present communica- 
tion, what shall we say of his alleged facts? 
They are simply a constant succession of de- 
nials, without the. support of any authority 
except Dr. Remondino. He asks that his word 
be taken for a series of statements: which are 
false from beginning to end, and. we 
him to substantiate them by acknowledged 
authorities. I shall proceed to quote a few of 
these, and to show that Dr. P. C. Remvundino, 
late president of the Southern California Med: 
ical Society, does not know what he is talking 
about, and that he has endeavored to gloss 
over and set aside the genuine issues of this 
controversy by a series of cunningly arranged 
and plausible diversions upon immaterial and 
The doctor says ‘‘that the Southern Califor- 
nia Medical Society contains in its member-- 
ship a number of medical‘gentlemen who have 
practiced in China—one was for some. eight 
years engaged in active hospital practice in 


of the fairness and justice of the address in 
question.”’ In reply to this statement I wish 
to say that a residence in China does not by 
any means imply an acquaintance With the 
most highly-educated Chinese in any branch 
‘of learning. There may be quacks in China; 
as there are in Los Angeles, but the existence 
of those quacks does not disprove the exist- 
ence of learned and skilled physicians. Neither 
does the fact that Dr. Remondino’s associates 
did not meet them, disprove their existence. 
There are 10,000 Hnglish-speaking ;cople in 
Hong-Kong, and the practice of English- 
speaking physicians is principally among their 
own countrymen, 

It is a fact abundantly testified by shipmas- 
ters, transportation companies and others that 
many Europeans go every year to China for 
the express purpose of receiving treatment 
from the better class of Chinese physicians. It 
is also true that some Americans, including 
citizens of California, have goné to ‘Shina and 
received treatment from Chinese practitioners 
and returned cured of diseases that had been 


| pronounced incurable by physicians of their 


own land. 

In this same connection, although in a dif- 
ferent place, Dr. Remondino says: *‘In Peking 
there is the Tung Wen College; then there are 
the Tien-Tsin College of Sciences and the 
Tung-Chow College, all under either American 
or English supervision, where are taught n-ed- 
icine and other branches of Western learn- 
ing.”” I admit that these institutions exist 
and are supported by the Chinese government 
for the special purpose of learning the arts 
and sciences of other nations. Through these 
institutions the Imperial College of Medicine 
has acquired a knowledge of the fundamental 
principles of medicine as practiced by Western 
nations, and translations of the works of lead- 
ing medical authorities in Europe and Amer- 
ica into the Chinese language have been riade 
for the use of the students in that college. 
The results of your so-called ‘‘rational’’ sys- 
tem of medicine are as well understood by the 
Chinese physicians as they are by the bril- 
liant and unquestionable authorities who so 
earnestly and conscientiously condemn it. 
Some of these authorities I quoted in my com- 
munication of August 15, and I shall quote 
others for your benefit in this present reply. 

The institutions above mentioned, in which 
is taught Western learning, have not super- 
seded the Imperial College of Medicine, which 
is ‘still the only institution at which is taught 
the genuine Chinese system of medicine—that 
system which has been taught, perfected and 
followed in China for more than thirty cen- 
turies. -Whatever statements come from other 
institutions in reference to that «aystem of 
medicine are to be discredited. They are no 
more to be tolerated than were the anathemas 
which were hurled at Jenner when he discov- 
ered vaccination, or at Harvey, when he ad- 
vanced his stupendous and, at that time, im- 
pious, theory of the circulation of the blood. 
They are simply the statements of reckless 
opponents of the genuine Chinese system of 
medicine. They are the diatribes of men who 
are as bitterly opposed to the genuine Chinese 
system of medicine as are the allopaths of to- 
day opposed to the homoeopathists. And they 
know as little. of what:they are talking about 
as do the members of those two conflicting 
schools when they discuss the tenets of the 
other. The testimony which Dr. Remondino 
cites is not expert testimony, as he would have 
us believe. It would be ruled out of the most 
insignificant court of justice in America, It 
is nothing but heresay and ignorant deduction 
from hearsay, tinged with prejudiece and con- 


cel 

The doctor trains his heaviest guns upon 
vivisection—and shows his lack of correct in- 
formation, as usual. He denies that vivisec- 
tion was, ever practiced in China, and he de- 
nies the benefits of that practice, if it ever 
existed. In both these denials he is ‘‘off his 
base.”” Vivisection was*the foundation of 
medicine in China. This is_ conclusively 
proved by medical works still extant, which 
include elaborate drawings and explanativuns, 
made centuries ago. To be sure, Dr. Remon- 
dino never saw these books. Perhaps he never 
saw the Pyramids, but that does not prove that 
the Pyramids do not exist. Men were prac- 
ticing vivisection and studying medicine in 
China when Dr. Remondino’s remote ancestors 
dressed in skins and hunted boars i'n the re- 
mote. fastnesses of Brittany. It is true that 
vivisection has not been practiced in China for 
many centuries. Vivisection was practiced in 
China by thousands of practitioners of Chi- 
nese medicine, who were earnest investigators 
and experimentors, whose flelds of operations 
extended throughout the entire Chinese King- 
dom. These experiments in vivisection were 
carried on secretly for thousands of — years, 
each experimentor considering the results ob- 
tained his individual private property. 

My countrymen having learned that Cau- 
casians consider vétvisection barbarous, they 
have never discussed ‘or divulged the facts 
openly. In fact; Chinese are not apt to give 
away facts of any importance to them after 
they learn that their opponents are ignorant 
of the same facts. The men who did practice 
it, centuries ago, were as far above Dr. Re- 
mondino and his fellow pigmies of modern 
times, In their knowledge of the human frame 
and its mysteries, as was Homer, when he 
wrote the Iliad, above Horris, the proposed 
poet-laureate of England, or Walt Whitman 
and his “‘Leaves of Grass."

tion, Now as to the merits of that practice, 
which Dr. Remondino denies, He shows in 
his denial that he does not know what vivi- 
section was or is or can be. He assumes that 
the criminals upon whom vivisection was 
practiced were hacked to pieces and that their 
organic functions were so deranged that ob- 
servation of the processes of digestion and 
‘the effects of drugs would have been impos- 
sible. All this is mere childish assumption. 
Has Dr. Remondino ever heard of the case of 
the soldier who, during the late war in this 
country, was injured by a gunshot wound in 
the stomach, which wound was kept open by 
his physicians for many months, by which 
process observations were made which estab- 
lished many important and valuable facts un- 
til that time unknown among modern physi- 
cians, although known centuries since by the 
Chinese? 


of time required for the digestion of different 
articles of food. It was shown that water, 
milk and liquid foods are assimilated in a 
very short time, and that different solid foods 
require a much longer period, varying with 
the different sorts. All modern writers on 
dietetics, all modern schools of medicine: in 
this country, accept the facts thus .acquired 
almost by accident, enlarge upon them ~and~ 
recognize their.value. In fact, thié case, sinee 
vivisection is prohibited by law in America, 
has been a godsend to American physicians, 
and its results have been made the basis of

Dr. Remortdino says that all of these things 
could have been and have been guessed at. 
Certainly, but how much better to ‘lefine the 
exact limits of all these processes by obser- 
vation. The necessity and the benefits of vivi- 
section have been recognized by hundreds of 
the ablest physicians and surgeons in modern 
times, who have advocated it and memorial- 


and in Europe, begging permission to under- 
take vivisection in the interests of science and 
of afflicted, disease-stricken humanity. Thous- 


enthusfasts in medical science in a desperate 
effort to unfavel the secrets of life. In these 
experiments the promoters have testified to 
the unquestionable benefits of vivisection. 
They haye also shown how puerile and futile 
were theit methods, in experimenting upon 
weak abd-timid animals and endeavoring to 
deduce farts applicable to man, that “paragon 
of anim@ls,”’". who is in endurance, vitality and 
‘courage -cap-sheaf of creation. Thousands 
of post-fymrtem examinations have been made 
-which revealed the blunders of the ‘ ra- 
tional sekool,” and have, to that extent, been 
& benefit’ to the living, although ds illogical as 
the proverbial locking of the stable door after 
the horse is stolen. The Chinese, in their 
simple, barbaric, direct way, went to the rcot 
of this matter centuries ago, when human life 
was even cheaper than it is today, and took 
the short-cut to information on subjects that 
have puzzled thousands and hundreds of 
thousands of modern medical guessers. . 

Dr. Remondino attempts to bolster up his 
statements by showing, as he says, that they 
are taken from the Chinese medical; works. 
I quote: ‘‘We would say that the text of the 
disagreeable address concerning the absurdi- 
ties of Chinese practice were taken from the 
| Chinese textbooks now in use at the medical 
cellege of Chinese medicine. The absurdities 
are their own, and none of our jmazination 
or manufacture. 
anatomy, of physiology or of pathology, it is 
hot simply because my address so states it, 
but because their own textbooks admit their 
ignorance.’’ And again: “Our Redlands and 
Ontario friends should know that. we have full 
translations of the works used in the Imperial 
Medical Hal] or University of Peking, as well 
as of all the handbooks used by Chinese doc- 
tors, so that when we speak of Chinese medi- 
cine we are not speaking of something un- 
known nor called upon to draw from imagi- 
nation; neither are we risking the making of 
any misrepresentation.’’ 

These statements are essentially false, and if 


collection of all the textbooks used at thé’ Im- 
perial College of Medicine, comprising about 


one hundred volumes. These books nave never 
been translated into English or into any other 
modern language. Moreover, there is no- 
where tp be found in any of them the toxt of 


Remondino stated in his former letter to be 
used by Chinese physicians. Not only did Dr. 
Remondino make this faJse and libelous state- 
ment, but he left his hearers and readers to 
infer that the nauseous substances mentioned 
are the only articles in the Chinese materia 
medica, a statement which was even more 
gross and insulting than the original: I wun- 
hesitatingly challenge Dr. Remondino to pro- 
duce a textbook now in use at the Imperial 
Medical College of Chinese Medicine which 
contains any instructions looking to the use 
of the nauseous substances mentioned, in the 
practice of genuine Chinese medicine. I will 
give Dr. Remondino $100 for a copy of such a 
textbook. No American or European has ever 
been sufficiently versed in the Chinese lan- 
guage to make a complete translation of our 
system of medicine, neither has the opportu- 
nity been enjoyed by any Causasian to do so. 
If Dr. Remondino or any of his colleagues has, 
as he claims, correct translations of these 
works, I will state that I will give $1000 in 
gold coin simply to see them. I believe that I 
am the first Chinaman to contemplate the pro- 
duction of a book in English which shall fully 
explain that system. I have such a book in 
preparation and expect to have it ready for 
the press before the end of the present year. 
I desire to have it published and circulated in 
the hope that Dr. Remondino and his friends 
and other American physicians will study it 
and be able to form an intelligent opinion of 
matters which they are at present in the most

Dr. Remondino charges that mercury and 
the salines are ‘‘among the oldest and most 
constantly used remedies’ in Chinese practice, 
This charge is hardly consistent with Dr. Re- 
mondino’s previous article, in which ae named 
a large number of peculiarly disgusting sub- 
stances which he claimed to be those most in 
use in Chinese medicine. He now modifies 
that assertion by including mercury among 
our most common medicines, and trying to 
make it appear that we use this poisonous 
substance as freely as his brothers in ‘‘ra- 
tional practice.’’ This is not true. I have 
never, in a single instance, used mercury in 
my practice, but I find that its constant use 
by American physicians, and the consequent 
effects upon their patients, who afterward 
come to me, are among the most obstinate 
and destructive agencies with which I have to 
contend in the treatment of disease, 

I will admit that saline elements are in 
daily use by the Chinese people with their 
food, as is the custom among all peoples, but 
I deny that the educated Chinese physician 
‘‘galts’’ his patients. 

Dr. Remondino also makes the fullowing 
statement: ‘‘When Lord Macartney urged 
upon the Emperor to allow Dr. Gillen of his 
suite to treat his Prime Minister, Chinese doc- 
tors were no worse nor any better than they 
‘are today, or as they have been for thirty 
centuries. With all the alleged vivisections, 
which only existed in the imagination of the

But if they were, it would appear to me as 
reasonable asthe practice common in America 
of cutting out’a portion of a man’s intesiines, 
the vermiform appendix, and throwing it to 
the dogs, or of searing a patient’s back with 
redhot irons to: remove rheumatism and spinal 
difficulties, inétead of removing, giving to the 
patient the very ‘“‘devil.’’ 

Dr. Remontfino intimates, though he does 
not implicitly state, in this paragraph, that a 
high government official ought to have the 
best medical skill in the nation to attend him 
in illness. .I may therefore assume that the 
best skill attended Presidents Washington and 
Garfield in’ the respective illnesses that cost 
these two great men their lives. But what

petual feeding of a patient who plainly nceded 
fasting. The victim is a man of vigor, in mid- 
dle life, and makes a gallant fight for life; the 
weeks come and go, the long line of doctors 
‘Qdily files into his room, the daily probing for 
the ‘bullet is gone through; the inevitable re- 
sult is reached at last—the illustrious paticnt 
is gathered to his fathers. The post-mortem 
examination is held and the bullet found to be 
encysted and harmless! 


“Today the orthodox profession are quite 
well aware that Washington was doctored to 
death. History repeats itself, and before a 
half century goes by this same orthodox medi- 
cal profession will be as convinced that Gar- 
field’s death was hastened if not caused by 
his doctors, as they now are that Washing- 
ton’s death was caused by the treatment ad- 
ministered by his attending physicians.”’ 

It scems to me that a member of this blun- 
dering profession ought to hesitate some time 
before he goes abroad an@,into heathen lands 
in search of examples of medical ignorance 
and fanaticism. 

Why are you silent, Dr. Remondino, in re- 

ence to the poisonus substances in dally use 
Oy, yourself and your fellow practitioners? 
Why have you no reply to the terrible ar- 
raignment of your profession made by Dr. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, professor of anatomy 
at Harvard University; by Dr. Broady of Chi- 
cago, by Dr. Samuel Wilkes of London, and by 
the celebrated French physician and physiolo- 
gist, Majendie? Are the. facts cited by these 
celebrated men so notoriously true among the 
members of your profession that there is no 
disputing them? Your silence upon this point 
seems to give consent to the discreditable facts 
alleged. Your only reply is that ‘‘rational 
medicine” is considered miraculous in China. 
No wonder that the Chinese attach the worth 
of miracules to cures wrought through such 
an empirical, illogical and inconsistent sys- 
tem. For your benefit I will cite a few more 
members of your own “rational’’ profession 
and will let you see what they have to say, in 
the hope that, in your next communication to 
the Express, you will give us your own opin- 
jon of your own processes of drugging people. 
to death. I should like to compare your cpin- 
ion with those of other and more eminent 
members of your calling. 

Says Sir John Forbes, M.D., F.R.S., physi- 
cian to Her Majesty’s household: ‘‘In a large 
proportion of cases treated by allopathic -phy- 
sicians the disease is cured by nature and not 
by them. For a less, but not a small pro- 
portion, the disease is cured by nature in spite 
of them. In other words, their interference 
opposes instead of assists the case. Conse- 
quently, in a considerabie proportion of dis- 
eases, it would fare as well or better with 
patients, in the actual condition of the :nedical 
art as now generally practiced, if all remadies, 
at least - active remedies, especially drugs, 
were abandoned.” 

Again, Dr. A. O'Leary, of the Jefferson Med- 
ical College, Philadelphia, says: ‘‘The best 
things in the healing art have been done by 
those who never had-a-diploma. Pastéur has 
no diploma,‘ but has done more good than all 
the M. D:’s in’ France.”’ 

John Mason Good, M.D., F.R.S., says: ‘“‘The 
effects of medicine on the human system are 
in the highest degree uncertain, except, in- 
deed, that they have destroyed more lives than 
war, pestilence and famine combined."’ 

Dr. Eliphalet Kimball of New Hempshire, a 
diplomated doctor of the regular school, in his 
“Thoughts on Natural Principles,’’ remarks: 
“There is a doctor-craft as well as a priest- 
craft. Physicians have slain more than war. 
As instruments of death in their hands, bleed- 
ing, calomel and other medicines have done 
more than powder and ball. The public 


would be infinitely better off without professed 


physicians. In weak constitutions nature can 
be assisted. Good nursing is necessary, and 
sometimes roots and herbs-do good. In strong 
constitutions medicine is seldom needed in 
sickness. To a man of a good constitution, 
and guided by reason in his course of‘diving, 
sickness will be impossible. He could defer 
death until the natural time. By the use of 
reason in food I passed unharmed through the 
great cholera in New York in 1832. I was 
nearly two months in a cholera hospital, en- 
gaged with the sick, day and night. The med- 
ical practice provided and paid for by the city 
was nonsense and an injury to the sick. Im- 
mense numbers of children in canker rash 
have been killed by the “‘regulars,”’ or scien- 
tific doctors, of whom I am one. It is shock- 
ing to think how many soldiers in the late 
war were killed, or their constitutions ruined, 
by army doctors. The irrational use of medi- 
cine by physicians sweeps off the people as 
fast as war could.” ee 

I am aware, however, Dr. Remondino, that 
the quoting of these opinions, the opiatigns of 
learned and skilled men, against that form of 
the healing art which you uphold, under the 
title of ‘‘rational medicine,”’ does not estab- 
lish the superiority of my own. And, lest I 
should fall into the same inconsistency, with 
which I believe you to be justly chargeable, I 
will now bring forward some evidence in sup- 
port of the genuine Chinese system of medical 
treatment. I shall not, in this place, quote” 
the testimonials of the hundreds of patients 
whom I have successfully treated,. many of 
them after their cases had been. abandoned 
and pronounced hopeless by doctors of the 
“‘rational’’ school. You take the position that 
such testimonials are of no worth because 
they are not the evidence of physicians or of 
persons skilled in the technicalities of medi- 
cine, as if, forsooth, a man needs a doctor to 
tell him that he was bond and is now free, 
that his life was in danger from some terrible 
and mysterious disease and that this danger 
has been removed. . 

I quote the following from the revised edi- 
tion of the Encyclopedia Britannica. This 
work quotes a traveler named Rubruk, who 
says: ‘‘Further on is great Cathey (China,) 
which I take to be the country which was an- 
ciently called the Land of the Seres, for the 
best silk stuffs are* still got from them. 
The sea lies between it and India. Those 
Cathayans are little fellows, speaking much 
through the nose and, as in general. with all 
those Eastern people, their eyes are very nar- 
row. They are first-rate artists in every kind 
of manufacture, and their physicians have a 
thorough knowledge of the virtue of herbs, 
and an admirable skill in diagnosing by the 
pulse.’’ 

Rubruk traveled in China hundreds of years 
ago, and he can therefore appropriately be 
quoted to show what Chinese physicians were 
doing in the twelfth century, at a time when 
European doctors were bleeding fever patients 
and everybody else, and were administering 
huge boluses of the most nauseous and de- 
structive drugs. 

Coming down to later times and our own 
State of California, I shall quote J. A. Shesler, 
M.D., a physician of your own fraternity, re- 
siding at San Jose, Cal., who says: ‘‘Much 
has been said and written about the Chinese 
physicians of this Coast for the past few years, 
and no class of people have been more mis- 
represented and maliciously persecuted for 
following their own avocation than the true 
Chinese physicians, 

“In diagnosis, as well as prognosis, they are 
far ahead of the physicans of the civilized 
world. They can tell all about the location 
and duration, as well as the antecedents, of. 
any disease by the pulse alone, without elicit- 
ing any information from the patient. They 
are generally successful in curing any disease 
they undertake, and they undertake none 
which they diagnose as incurable, and they 
get no cases-except those that have gone the 
rounds of all other physicians and been given 
up as incurable. | 

“They are not allowed, in their own country, 
to use any agent that is in the least tainted 
with suspicion of containing poison. What a 
pity it is that this law is not in force in cur 
country. If it were, how many valuable lives 
would be saved every year. They have about 
three thousand different medical agents in 
China, consisting of herbs, roots, barks, gums, 
etc. They use no medicine except that which 
is brought from their own country, and that 
they have in abundance in every regular Chi- 
nese physician’s office.

“The prejudices of the masses of the people 
of this Coast are so strong that some would 
rather die in the hands of a well-dressed allo- 
pathic ignoramus than to be cured by a 
‘heathen Chinaman.’ Still; there are thous- 
ands of living witnesses on this Woast who 
have been rescued from premature graves by 
this class of doctors, after having gone the 
rounds of all other doctors and having been 
pronounced incurable. 

“To become a doctor in China requires a 
very thorough course of study. The first ten 
years is spent in diagnosis and the study of 
the pulse. After the expiration of this term 
they are examined by a board of physicians, 
and if found qualified they are admitted into, 


the college, where they have to remain for- re 


five years. At the end of this term they are 
examined for final graduation and, if found

until they are qualified. It takes from fifteen 
to thirty years to become a. doctor in China. 
They are very strict in their hygiene. They 
do not allow any of their patients to use 
liquors of any kind, not even the best of wine, 
and are very exact as to time and quantity of 
medicine to be taken, and should any of their 
rules be violated or not complied with, they 
can instantly tell by the pulse at the return 
of the patient. No alcohol is used in any of 
their preparations, but all are given in teas 
and syrups.” :
